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CONSERVATION OF WILD LIFE LN OHIO. 


The problem of bringing back the wild life of 
the State after it has been wantonly assailed, 
both through legalized slaughter and by lawless 
hungers or fishermen, is a grave one indeed and 
those who undertake it have a stupendous task 
to perform—but it can be done. The question 
of wild life protection is ome of conservation as 
great as the conservation of timber land, or 
any of our natural resources, and it is a duty 
that must be faced if we do not want gameless 
nds and fishless streams. 

Refuges and sanctuaries where game and 
wild life of all kinds can live and propagate 
unmolested have been established in all parts 
of Ohio. Nearly erery county has selected a 
game refuge site. These tracts hare been of- 
tered liberally by Ohio spartsmen-farmers who 
are interested tn the “more game” movement, 

md are posted as follows: “State game refuge 
—hunting is unlawful.” The refuges range from 
160 acres to several thousand acres in area, 
and have been secured through an agreement 
in the form of a lease. On these restricted 
lands pheasants and other game hare shorn a 
wonderful increase within the period of only 
one rear. Here game and wild life cas lve 
ard propagate in its natural wild state. umnmo- 
lested. and the overflow is restocking the sur- 
rounding territory. The Bureau of Fish and 
Game believes that through the refuge system 
valuable species of wild life can be rapidly re- 
stored even itn the thickly populated sections, 
and the refuge system is the plan that has been 
pronounced most successful by other states, as 
well as by the Federal Government. The ref- 
uges are under constant surveillance by game 
protectors. No ome is permitted to enter upon 
the refuge territory with dog or gun. The lease 
cr agreement for the refuge territory in ne 
way interferes with the owner's title or with 
his general farm work. 

A publicity department has been perfected 
within the bureau through which sportsmen in 
all parts of the State now hare the opportunity 
to be properly informed on all matters pertain- 
ing to the department. and through which the 
Gepartment has been brought [nto closer touch 
with the general public. creating thereby a 
wide interest in the work of wild life conserra- 
tion among citizens in every walk of life as 
well ag in the ranks of sportsmen. Asan aédi- 
tional educational feature, motion pictures hare 
been made of erery phase of the work of the 
Cepartment end are shown free to the public, 
throughout the State, under the auspices of the 
bureaux. 

It becomes the @utr of erery man to take 
an interest {n the propagation, protection ard 
conservation of wild life. from the standpoint 
of conservation of a natural resource and fn 
keeping with a solemn trust. The ORio sports- 
men are keenly alive to the necessity for broad 
measures tn the work of wild life conservation. 
as the activities of their various protective as- 
sociations and their loyal support of the State
